BRITISH MP. IS

Sir Stuart Samuel Voted in Par- 
liament While His Firm Had 
Government Contract. 

By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 16.—Sir Stuart Mon- 
tagu Samuel, Radical member of Par- 
lament for White Chapel, today was 
ordered by Justice Sir Sydney Rowlatt 
of the King’s Bench division to pay 
penalities and costs amounting to $66,- 
000,. because he voted in the House of 
Commons while his firm had a contract 
with the British Government. The 
money will be paid to Dr. William Bird 
as informer. 

This was the third suit breught against 
Sir Stuart Samuel under the law which 
gives any informer the right to claim 
penalities under similar circumstances. 
The first two suits were dismissed on 
technicalities. 

Sir Stuart Samuel, who is a leading 
banker, was compelled to vacate his 
seat in Parliament by order of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
last year, because the firm to which he 
belonged had become purchasers of sil- 
ver for the Indian Government. 

The act of Parliament under which he 
was condemned today, says that a mem- 
ber of the House of Commons may not 
be even indirectly interested in any 
Government contracts. After vacating 
hig seat in Parliament, Sir Stuart san 
uel was re-elected. He today gave notic: 
of appeal from the Judge's decision.

Expected to Make First Trip Tuesday 


Machine to Make Daily Runs 
From Fourth and Pine to 
Delmar and Skinker. 


St. Louis’ first motorbus probably will 
make its first trip downtown Tuesday, 
the start having been delayed since last 
Friday by the year’s record snowfall. 
It will be operated from Fourth and 
Pine streets to Delmar boulevard and 
Skinker road.

The bus will carry 25 to 30 passengers 
at a 10-cent fare. Unlike mtorbuses in 
service tn London and New York, it is 
not constructed to carry outside pas- 
sengers. This is principally because

trolley wires. 

The new bus is a 5-ton car, six feet 
wide and 20 feet long. The motors will 
give the machine a W of 30 miles 
an hour.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The report 
that former Gov. Joseph W. Folk, 
Sclicitor of the Department of State 
under Secretary Bryan, was about to 
announce his candidacy for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for United States Sen- 
ator from Missouri, against Senator 
Sione, has created new interest among 
Missourians in Washington in the Sen- 
atorial situation. 

It was believe That, when Folk en- 
tered the State Department as its So- 
licitor, he had been sidetracked as a 
senatorial candidate. In the last six 
months repeated efforts have been made 
by the anti-Stone Democrats to bring 
out a candidate, but one after another 
has declined. 

Folk’s Friends in Conference. 

Recently. Folk has received many let- 
ters requesting him to run. A con- 
ference of Folk’s political friends in 
Washington was held at the New Wi 
lard Hotel last night, and the informa. 
tion leaked out that Folk might run 
again. John F. Roberts, shoe manv- 
facturer and owner of the New St. 
Louis Star, was in the conference. Rob- 
er ts has been one of Folk's politica! 
supporters for several years. 

When asked about the reports, Folk 
said he had been too busy with his 
work in the State Department to give 
much consideration te the senatorial 
nomination. b 

It is believed here that Folk will not 
enter the fight unless he is assured of 
the more or less active support of Secre- 
tary Bryan and President Wilson. While 
Senator Stone and Senator Reed have 
been squabbling over the Missouri ap- 
pointments, Folk has been in the lime- 
light as the spokesmen of the adminis- 
tration with respect to the proposed 
presidential primary law. 

Senator Stone’s illness may also be 4% 
factor which has caused Folk to change 
his mind about the senatorial race, Stone 
has been in bed much of the time in 
the last six weeks, and unless his health 
should improve he would not be able 
to make an active canvass of the State. 

From reports received in Washington, 
Stone will be witheut formidable oppo- 
sition for the nomination unless Folk 
enters the contest. Supreme Judge W. 
W. Graves of Jefferson City was urged 
to run, but he decided early in the year 
to remain on the bench. 

Others Were Discussed, 

Among others discussed in this con- 
nection were John M. Atkinson, chair- 
man of the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission; State Insurance Commissioner 
Charles Revelle and Col. William I. 
Phelps of Carthage. 

Former Judge William H. Wallace of 
Kansas City has announced his can- 
didacy. As he has been on friendly 
terms, politically, with Folk it is thought 
here that he might be induced to with- 
draw if Folk decides to enter the con- 
test. : 

One of the mooted questions in Wash- 
ington is whether Senator Stone will 
lose or gain strength through the Fed- 
eral appointments. These appointments 
are generally made upon the reeommen- 
dations of the Senators. As there are 
usually six or eight disappointed appli- 
cants to each successful one, the gener- 
al impression is that every disappointed 
applicant will hold the Senator respon- 
sible for his loss of the job, and will 
line up against him in the fight for the 
nomination. 

Owing to his support of Speaker Clark 
in the last presidential fight, Stone 1s 
assured of Clark’s support in his contest 
for renomination. It is generally be- 
lieved that the Major administration wiil 
be against Senator Stone if Folk should 
decide to make the race.

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SNOW-OBSTRUCTED SIDEWALES. 

Unless a very rapid thaw sets in, pedestrians 
will be annoyed and endangered for several days 
by the snow on sidewalks fronting vacant prop- 
erty.. With continwed frost, such snow rapidly 
turns into ice. The pedestrian, after walking on 
a stretch of clear pavement, has to carefully pick 
his way over this ice, the result being frequent 
falls and sometimes broken bones. 

Section 1313 of the city ordinances makes it com- 
pulsory for “owners, managers, agents or occu- 
piers” of property to clean off all snow from side- 
walks fronting or adjoining the property owned. 
Failure to do so is a misdemeanor, punishable by 
a fine of from 35 to $20. And the police are in- 
structed to enforce the ordinance. 

A correspondent calls attention to the fact that 
a former Mayor had neglected sidewalks fronting 
on vacant property cleaned and the cost charged 
to the owners of the property. This can be done. 
Or the agents can be notified to attend to the 
matter. It has been decided that the city cannot 
recover from the owner of property damages it 
may have to pay for allowing snow and ice to 
remain on sidewalks to the injury of the pedes- 
trians. Civic policy, theréfore, as well as the 
safety of the citizens, demands that this ordi- 
nance be enforced to the letter.

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NO SMALL REGIONAL BANES.

Sanborn, who ia in close touch with 
American League politics, says that the 
passing of the old National League 
which has endured for 4 years in spite 
of itself, is inevitable. Sanborn writes in 
part: 

“Whether or not Charles W. Murphy— 
and others—remain in organized base- 
ball depends on the attitude of the New 
York National League Club toward a 
plan that has been formulated to elim- 
inate several factors which the forces 
of organized baseball consider inimical 
to the ‘good of the game,’ and to term- 
inate the present warfare without the 
shedding of a drop of blood. 


Murphy to Be Bought Out. 

„The ultimate plan does not contem- 
plate forcing Murphy, or anybody else, 
out of the National League, as has been 
erroneously reported. That would be, 
as he says, a difficult thing to do, and 
might tangle up the old league’s affairs 
indefinitely in the courts.
